Junior, we suspected, thought 
this was April lst and so we scoffed 
at his suggestion and paid no at- 
tention to the sky. Then Don Veer- 
kamp came in from lunch and call- 
ed the attention of E, W. Zueger 
to the phenomenon.

WATSONVILLE, (lP)— The pro- 
gram for speedy enrollment of Cal- 
ifornia youths into military serv- 
lice in event congress adopts a na- 
tional conscription bill was complet- 
led today.

Given time to complete his con- 
quest of western Europe, Adolf 
clearly assumes that he can attend 
to Russia at his leisure. The 
chances are that he can—if pro- 
vided with the leisure. His crowd 
.isn’t as numerous as Stalin’s, but 
,nobody disputes the superiority of 
its fighting ability. 

The fly in the German ointment 
is that the Nazis can’t well afford 
te be delayed in the task of mop- 
ping up Britain by a muss with 
the Muscovites to the eastward. 

That -might be just the straw’s 
| weight to knock the delicate 
Anglo-German balance cuckoo. 


Time to Negotiate? 

Accordingly, argue the Swedes, 
isn’t this the time for both sides 
to be inclined to hit on a com- 
promise—if the right mediator 
urges it? 

Even if the scheme should work, 
it would have one flaw in it. 

It would be only a temporary 
dicker. 

It might last for a few years, 
maybe. Not the most optimistic 
state department official thinks 
there could be anything perma- 
nent about it.
